Once again it gives me great pleasure to thank not only my many cus- 
tomers of past years for their fine orders, but also to express my appreciation for 
the great number of requests for my catalogs being received every day, which 
surely reflects the interest that glad lovers have in what I have to offer. 

Since [ am only a very small grower and as I will not buy bulbs for 
resale, but sell only those bulbs that I have grown in my own garden, therefore 
my supply is limited and on some varieties and items very limited. And because 
of this I do not make up my catalog until I have cleaned my bulbs and know what 
I have to offer so as not to list something which I do not have. By selling only 
the bulbs I have grown, I know that they have been properly grown, matured, 
handled, and cared for, all of which makes a great difference in the results to be 
achieved from planting them. In order to get my offerings, before you as soon as 
possible I am issuing two lists, this one for the miniatures and small flowering 
ones and a little later one for the large varieties. I have also included in this list 
several in the 300 class which are often thought of as being the small ones and 
are listed by some along with them. I hope to have the catalog on the large ones 
ready in January and this will include some 250 or 300 choice varieties of both 
old and new originations. 

But do not wait for this general list before ordering your miniatures and 
small flowering ones. Place your order for these now while selection is good and I 
will immediately put them aside for you and then you can add to this order after 
you have received the general catalog. As some of you know from past experience- 
my supply in some of my limited items does not last long, so you should not delay 
ordering. The combined total of your orders will be considered as one order in 
determining the extras to be sent. 

I have received many fine comments on the quality of my bulbs. This, 
I believe, is due to the fact that we have a long growing season here on Long 
Island and I do not rush the digging of my bulbs, but wait until not only the 
bulbs but the bulblets also are fully mature. This insures a maximum of germina- 
tion for both. Also I have irrigation so that my stock does not suffer from drought 
conditions and I am glad to say that the present crop of bulbs is the best I have 
ever harvested.

Once again I will repeat my remarks in former catalogs on purchasing 
and growing bulblets. 

In recent years I have limited my addition of new varieties to the pur- 
chase of bulblets whenever possible and my success by this method has been very 
gratifying. In this way your new additions are purchased at the lowest possible 
cost. You can purchase varieties which you otherwise might consider too expensive 
and you will be surprised how quickly a few bulblets will get you started. By the 
purchase of bulblets you should not expect too many blooms the first year but 
many times you are happily surprised. Neither are you going to get the size spike 
you will get from the larger bulb the next year. Even though I have just suggested 
the purchase of bulblets, I feel that I should also give a word of caution. If 
handled properly some varieties will germinate almost 100 per cent, while other 
varieties will germinate a much smaller percentage and therefore it is not possible 
for me to make any guarantee as to germination. And furthermore not all varieties 
produce large bulblets and neither is it necessary to have large bulblets to get good 
germination, but they should be good, plump, mature ones. I will always send good 
mature ones and the largest available. In my opinion, to get best results they 
should be pealed or cracked before planting and then planted right away before 
they become dry or hard. I also believe that better germination is obtained if not 
planted until the ground becomes warm enough to induce prompt germination. 


Bulblets from most of these small varieties germinate very well and 
when planted early and properly cared for produce many fine blooms, but I make 
no guarantee regarding this.

TERMS, PRICES AND SHIPMENT — On all orders for $5.00, or less, cash with 
order — over $5.00, 25% cash with order and balance before shipment. Minimum 
order $3.00. I can not accept orders for less than the smallest unit quoted. For 
instance, where listed 2 for 30, one cannot be had for 15. Five bulbs can be had at 
the 10 rate and 50 bulblets at the 100 rate only when the price is $1.00 or more per 
100. Transportation to points within the United States will be prepaid when ship- 
ment 1s made at my option as to parcel post or express. Parcel post shipments can- 
not be made safely until spring but if shipment is desired before then, I will ship 
express immediately, charges collect, and include extras to help in paying such 
charges. As is the custom of all shippers, I will include extras anyway and in place 
of many complicated, discount offers, I will give additional overcount or extras 
depending on size of order when cash in full accompanies the order. You might 
suggest which you prefer. You may be sure these extras will fully cover these 
discounts and then some. If you have ever ordered from me you know about my 
generosity and if you are to place your first order you will soon be convinced.
